Community Colleges 

These 2-year institutions, also 
known as technical or junior 
colleges, award associate degrees 
upon completion of a 2-year 
program of study. There are nearly 
1,200 two-year institutions in the 
United States, serving more than 
1 1 million students. An associate 
degree enables students to 

O Transfer to a 4-year college or 
university to obtain a bachelor s 
degree, usually after 2 additional 
years of study. 

O Begin a career immediately in 
any one of hundreds of fields that do 
not require a 4-year degree.

Four- Year Colleges and 
Universities 

Four-year colleges and universities 
award bachelors degrees of arts or 
science (BA or BS) and also may 
award graduate and professional 
degrees. Credits earned at community 



colleges are accepted for transfer 
into almost all 4-year college and 
university bachelors degree programs. 

Four-year institutions provide 
a variety of degrees including 
bachelors, masters, and doctorate, 
and professional degrees in fields 
such as law, medicine and business. 
See the list of most common degrees 
on the right. 

The diagram on page 10 shows how 
community colleges are part of the 
U.S. higher education structure. 

The diagram also shows (1) how 
one degree leads to another, higher 
degree upon completion of study 
and (2) the times when international 
students can take advantage of 
Optional Practical Training (OPT), 
which is the opportunity to work for 
a specified period of time in their 
field of study.

universities in the United States. The 
United States, which does not have 
a ministry of education to oversee 
its educational institutions, relies on 
a regional accreditation process to 
ensure the quality and acceptability 
of each individual institution. 

A college must be regionally 
accredited to be recognized by 
ministries of education. See page 
28 for more information about 
regional accreditation. 



The Academic Year 

The academic year is usually 
divided into two semesters of four 
months each, or three quarters of 
three months each. A full-time 
student takes four or five courses 
each semester, or three or four 
courses each quarter. The first 
academic year of higher education 
(called the freshman year) and the 
second year (called the sophomore 
year) usually focus on general 
studies. Students completing their 
freshman and sophomore years 
at a community college obtain an 
associate degree. 

The third academic year is called 
the junior year and focuses on more 
intensive study in the chosen major. 
The fourth and final academic 
year toward obtaining a bachelor s 



degree is called the senior year. It is 
common to refer to students by their 
academic year of study: students 
are called freshmen, sophomores, 
juniors, or seniors. 



Freedom of Choice 

Students are allowed to choose their 
own courses and class schedules. 
While this results in great freedom, 
the student has more responsibility 
for making the right choices to meet 
educational goals. Advisers are always 
ready and willing to offer advice and 
provide information that will help 
students make the right decisions. 



Course Credits 

Students receive a certain number of 
credits for each course successfully 
completed. The number is directly 
related to the number of hours 
assigned to the course by the 
institution. For example, successful 
completion of a course that meets 
for 1 hour, three times a week equals 
a total of 3 credits. The same course 
with an additional hour of lab work 
equals 4 credits.

community colleges have been 
offering affordable, convenient, 
and accessible higher education 
and vocational training to millions. 
With campuses located within 
commuting distance of more 
than 90% of the population in 
the United States, the network of 
nearly 1,200 community colleges 
in all 50 states serves more than 
1 1 million students and the most 
diverse student body in U.S. 
higher education. Students can 
work toward an associate degree, 
certificate, or license in hundreds 
of fields. 

International students can 
obtain an affordable education 
in a supportive and academically 
challenging environment at U.S. 
community colleges. Top-notch 
faculty, a high ratio of teacher- 
student dialogue and interaction, 
state-of-the-art facilities, and 
small class size are the hallmarks 
of a community college education. 
Because community colleges are 



accredited by the same regional 
agencies and their academic 
courses are as rigorous as those at 
universities, students with associate 
degrees are able to transfer their 
course credits to a 4-year college 
or university to obtain a bachelor’s 
degree.

An increasing number of 
international students attend 
community colleges as a stepping- 
stone to prestigious 4 -year 
colleges and universities in 
the United States. This section 
describes the top 10 benefits that 
U.S. community colleges offer to 
international students. 

Lower Tuition Cost 
Community college tuition and 
fees are approximately 50% lower 
than those at 4-year colleges 
and universities. All 50 states 
financially subsidize community 
colleges to help keep tuition fees 
lower and affordable to as many 
people as possible. If you intend 
to pursue a bachelor’s degree, you 
can lower the total cost of earning 
your degree by taking the first two 
years of a university program at a 
community college. 

Course Credits Transfer 
to Universities 

Most community colleges have 
agreements with 4-year colleges 



and universities to allow students 
to transfer their community college 
course credits toward a university 
degree. These are called articulation 
agreements or 2 + 2 transfer 
agreements. State universities 
usually give preference to qualified 
students who transfer from a 
community college in that state. 

It is also possible for students to 
transfer to well-known universities 
across the country, depending 
on the level of excellence 
demonstrated in their studies at the 
community college. 

3 Flexible English Proficiency 
Requirements 

Community colleges may accept 
lower scores or waive the 
requirements altogether for the Test 
of English as a Foreign Language 
(TOEFL) or International English 
Language Testing System (IELTS) 
for admission. The TOEFL and 
IELTS measure the ability of 
nonnative speakers of English to 
use and understand English as it 
is spoken, written, and heard in 
college and university settings. 



Community colleges provide 
their own English assessment 
tests when students arrive on 
campus to determine the level 
of their English language skills. 
Full-time intensive English 
programs (IEPs) at multiple levels 
are offered to address English 
language deficiencies and prepare 
international students for academic 
study in the United States. 

Tutoring, study skills centers, 
and self-paced computer- assisted 
instruction may also be provided. 
(For more information about 
English proficiency requirements, 
see page 37.) 

4 Focus on Teaching 

Community college faculty are 
primarily focused on teaching, 
while 4-year college and 
university faculty frequently 
focus on conducting research and 
publishing articles and books. 

More community college classes 
are taught by faculty rather than by 
teaching assistants, thus providing 
personal attention from professors. 
Additionally, because community 
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colleges hire many instructors who 
have practical work experience in 
the subjects they teach, students 
can expect to gain a real-world 
perspective on many subjects. 

Small Class Sizes 
Because the average community 
college class size is between 25 
and 30 students, there is more 
opportunity for students to 
interact with their professors and 
each other. Small classes are highly 
beneficial to help international 
students adjust to the pace of 
academic life in the United States 



and to practice their English 
language skills. 

Additional Year of Optional 
Practical Training (OPT) 
International students are eligible for 
1 year of OPT in their field of study 
immediately following completion 
of an associate degree and up to 
an additional 2Vi years of OPT 
immediately following completion 
of a bachelor s degree. Therefore, 
students who begin their higher 
education at a community college 
can be entitled to a total of 3 Vi years 
of OPT, but those who begin at a 



4-year college or university can be 
entitled to only 2 Vi years of OPT.

7 Use of the Latest 
Technologies 

Community colleges have strong 
ties with business and industry and 
are thus equipped with state-of- 
the-art technologies, classrooms, 
and facilities. Community colleges 
are leaders in cutting-edge fields 
such as biomedical engineering, 
biotechnology, robotics, laser optics, 
Internet and computer technologies, 
and geographic information systems.

Community colleges offer programs 
in all major fields of study — ranging 
from art to political science to 
zoology. Programs currently 
popular among international 
students at community colleges 
include general studies, business, 
engineering, computer science, 
computer graphics, Internet 
technology, multimedia, hotel 
management, restaurant management, 
psychology, accounting, early 
childhood education, and 
environmental conservation.

Merrifield is 
best known in 
the scientific 
community for his solid phase 
peptide synthesis, for which he 
was awarded the Nobel Prize in 
1984. The Royal Swedish Academy 
of Science described Merrifield’s 
method as “ingenious” and “a 
completely new approach to 
organic synthesis.” Merrifield 
began his higher education at 
a community college, where he 
learned the basics of his field. 
Regarding the community college, 
he said, “The undergraduate 
teaching was better than at the big 
university.” After completing his 
associate degree, he transferred 



to the University of California, 

Los Angeles (UCLA), where he 
eventually earned his PhD. 

Oscar Hijuelos, 

Author, 1990 
Pulitzer Prize in 
Fiction 

Hijuelos is the 
first Hispanic 
American winner 
of the Pulitzer 
Prize for fiction, which he received 
in 1990 for his novel The Mambo 
Kings Play Songs of Love, which 
was later made into a movie, The 
Mambo Kings. After receiving his 
associate degree at a community 
college, he transferred to the City 
College of New York, where he 
earned his bachelor’s and master’s 
degrees. During an interview, 
Hijuelos said that growing up poor 
and being a lifelong resident of 



New York City, he did not have 
the money to travel abroad as had 
many of the famous authors he 
admired. But, Hijuelos explained, 
education, no matter where it 
takes place, can expand one’s mind 
to realize the possibilities which 
might otherwise go unnoticed. His 
novels have been translated into 
more than 25 languages.

Before you begin to explore 
specific colleges, spend some time 
thinking about what you want to 
achieve and make a list of your 
goals. The following are some 
questions to consider. 

Have you already decided 
on a career? 

If you know what career you want 
to pursue, you should consider a 
college that has a good reputation 
in that field. U.S. community 
colleges offer hundreds of majors 
from which to choose. They have 
close ties to a number of industries 
and are well respected in many 
fields of study. 

Are you undecided about 
your future career? 

If you are not sure what career you 
want to prepare for, consider a 
college that offers a broad selection 
of classes or programs. Many U.S. 
students spend their first 2 years 
taking many different classes to 
explore their interests and do not 



select a major until the end of their 
second year of study. Community 
colleges provide a wide variety 
of courses that can help students 
investigate their interests and 
expand their experiences. 

Do you eventually 
want to earn a 
bachelor's degree? 

You can begin your higher education 
studies at a community college 
and transfer to a 4-year college 
or university to earn a bachelor’s 
degree.

Students With Disabilities 

Community colleges are a smart 
choice for students with disabilities 
because community colleges afford 
a unique learning environment 
that typically includes smaller class 
sizes, more individualized attention, 
and a supportive atmosphere. 
Tutoring centers and mentoring 
programs are often available to 
teach students with learning 
disabilities (such as dyslexia) the 
study strategies needed to succeed 
in college. Accommodations are 
often made for sign language 
interpreters, accessible classrooms, 
note-takers in classes, Braille 
materials, and extended time 
for taking tests. Colleges may 
also provide adapted software or 
assistive equipment for people 
with mobility, vision, learning, or 
hearing disabilities. For example, a 
blind student might have the option 
to use a computer with speech 
synthesis that can read textbooks 
out loud. However, personal 
care attendants, hearing aids, 
and wheelchairs are not typically 
provided. To learn more about 
services available at a particular 



college, contact the colleges 
international or disability office. 

Estimating Expenses 

Before applying to a community 
college, you should estimate tuition 
and living expenses for the first 
2 years of education. Costs vary 
depending on where your college is 
located, but, in general, you should 
expect to spend between US$10,000 
and US$20,000 each year. Contact the 
colleges international or admissions 
office for help in estimating your 
expenses, which should include those 
listed on the worksheet below.

Some community colleges provide 
scholarships to students after their 
first year of study or upon transfer 
to a 4-year college or university. 
Such scholarships are usually 
based on merit — how well you 
performed academically. 



One notable exception is athletic 
scholarships. Community colleges 
in the United States may offer 
scholarships, called grant-in-aid by 
the NJCAA, to outstanding student 
athletes in Division I and Division 
II sports. Scholarship sports for 
men are baseball, basketball, cross- 
country, golf, outdoor track and field, 
soccer, and tennis. Scholarship sports 
for women are basketball, cross- 
country, fast-pitch softball, outdoor 
track and field, soccer, tennis, and 
volleyball. To determine whether the

College Web Sites and E-Mail 

U.S. colleges and universities have 
Web sites that offer a wide range of 
information about degree programs, 
application procedures, academic 
departments, facilities on campus, 
and other topics. In many cases, the 
college catalogs are also included. 
Some institutions may also give e-mail 
addresses for current students, including 
international students, to answer your 
questions about the college and about 
living in the United States. Once you 
have decided which colleges you are 
interested in, you can e-mail admissions 
personnel to ask specific questions 
before you decide where to apply. 

College Fairs 

Representatives of community 
colleges may come from the United 
States to your country to participate 
in college fairs or specially arranged 
seminars where you can talk face 
to face with them. Your nearest 
EducationUSA advising center can 
tell you about upcoming college fairs 
in your country. Many fairs take place 



in the fall or spring; it is important to 
start your research at least the year 
before you intend to start your studies. 

Campus Visits 

Be sure to visit a community 
college campus if you are able to 
travel to the United States before 
choosing a college.

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Applying to a U.S. Community College 



Admission requirements vary, 
so be sure to learn the specific 
requirements from the college 
you want to attend. You must 
provide everything that the 
college requests before your 
application will be considered 
complete. Read the application 
materials carefully and ask 
questions about anything you do 
not understand. You may apply 
for admission to a community 
college during your final year 
of secondary school. Prior to 
enrolling in college classes, 
you will be required to send 
confirmation that you graduated. 
This section describes the items 
typically required for admission to 
a community college. 



Application Forms 

Community colleges often have a 
separate application form for 
international students, sometimes 
found on the college’s Web site. If 
you have difficulty locating the 
application online, send an e-mail 
to the college admissions office 
or write to the international 
office and ask that application 



materials be sent to you. 
Community colleges are flexible, 
and many accept applications 
shortly before the start of a 
semester. Others have rolling 
admission, which means that you 
can apply at any time.

Whether you take the 
TOEFL or IELTS exam, most 
colleges will also require that 
you take their own English 
placement test after you arrive 
on campus and before registering 
for classes. If your score shows an 
adequate skill level, you will be 
allowed to begin your academic 
program. If not, you will be 



required to attend an IEP until 
the language requirement has 
been met. The SAT Reasoning 
Test (SAT), a standardized 
English and mathematics exam, 
is seldom required by community 
colleges. Taking the SAT does, 
however, show your interest in 
and commitment to studying 
in the United States. Similarly, 
Advanced Placement tests are not 
required by community colleges. 
However, some community 
colleges or 4-year institutions to 
which students will transfer may 
accept some Advanced Placement 
course credits. 



Special Arrangements for 
Students With Disabilities 

The Americans with Disabilities 
Act (ADA), a law passed by the U.S. 
federal government, requires that 
every U.S. college and university 
make reasonable accommodations 
for students with disabilities. Students 
can take advantage of the ADA even 
before they are accepted to a college. 

If you have a documented disability, 
you may qualify for nonstandard 
testing arrangements for the TOEFL, 
IELTS, or SAT. Accommodations may 
include extended time or additional 
breaks during an exam, a separate 
testing room, special editions of 
the test, or provision for a reader or 
scribe. Because higher education 
institutions must consider all 
applicants solely on the basis of their 
qualifications, an applicant’s disability 
status is not either an advantage or a 
disadvantage. For general information 
about accommodations and services 
for students with disabilities, contact 
the National Clearinghouse on 
Disability and Exchange at Mobility 
International USA. 

Statement of Financial 
Support 

You must submit a statement of 
financial support to show that 
you have the financial resources 
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adequate to meet your expenses 
while studying at a college in the 
United States. Financial resources 
may come from any dependable 
source, including scholarships, 
fellowships, sponsoring agencies, 
your personal funds, or your 
family’s funds. This statement is 
required by law to apply for a visa 
as well as to apply to a college. The 
international student application 
form for each college explains 
which documents you must submit. 
If you have questions, contact the 
college s international office by 
e-mail, telephone, or in writing. 

Academic Transcripts and 
Records 

You must submit academic 
transcripts and other documents 
that show your previous education 
and grades. You must have 
completed secondary school before 
you can enroll at a community 
college. These documents are 
usually required in English, 
and colleges may have them 
professionally evaluated before 
offering admission. 

Proof of Immunization 

Most community colleges require 
that you submit a record of your 



immunizations, signed by a 
physician. Contact the college’s 
international office to find out 
what is required. 

Extracurricular Activities 

Extracurricular activities are 
those you pursue outside of 
your academic studies. These 
activities do not need to be directly 
related to your college course 
work or future education goals. 
Examples include membership 
in clubs, working as a volunteer, 
or spending time on personal 
interests such as playing a 
musical instrument. Make sure 
to mention any prizes, awards, 
certificates, or medals you have 
won in competitions. Even if 
you are not asked specifically on 
the application form about your 
extracurricular activities, try to 
include that information. Colleges 
regard these kinds of activities 
highly because they demonstrate 
your commitment, areas of interest, 
ability to work with others, and 
potential as a future leader. 

Letters of 
Recommendation 

Colleges may ask you for letters 
of recommendation. Make sure 
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Even if you are not 
asked specifically on the 
application form about your 
extracurricular activities, try 
to include that information. 
Colleges regard these kinds of 
activities highly because they 
show your areas of interest 
and future potential.

Personal Essays 

Colleges may require that you 
write an essay, either on a specific 
topic or on a topic of your choice. 
Essays are often an important

you are asked to write an essay, 
take the assignment seriously. In 
your essay, describe yourself in 
a positive way, answer questions 
directly, and give specific examples 
to illustrate what you say about 
yourself. Ask people who know 
you to read your essay and give 
you advice so that the essay 
presents you, your talents, and 
your goals accurately. Make sure 
to check your grammar and 
spelling so that your essay is easy 
for an admissions officer to read. 
You may want to ask someone to 
proofread it for you. 



Interviews 

Most community colleges do not 
require that you interview with 
the admissions committee. If you 
are asked to participate in an 
interview, the college will give 
you details about the process and 
what to expect. If you participate 
in an interview, you should 
practice your responses to some 
common questions prior to the 
scheduled interview. A teacher or 
counselor may be able to help by 
providing sample questions that 
are similar to interview questions 
you may be asked. ®

There are three steps required to 
apply for an F-l visa: 

1 . Obtain a college-issued 1-20 
form from the college that has 
accepted you. 

2. Pay the SEVIS 1-901 fee. 

3. Schedule and attend an 
interview with the U.S. embassy 
or consulate in your country. 

Obtain a Form 1-20 

Once you are accepted to a 
college, the college will issue you 
a SEVIS Form 1-20 (Certificate for 
Eligibility for Non-immigrant F-l 
Student Status). The Form 1-20 
indicates only that you are eligible 
to apply for an F-l student visa; 
it does not guarantee that you 
will receive one. See page 46 for 
information about SEVIS. 



Pay the SEVIS 1-901 Fee 

After receiving your SEVIS Form 
1-20, you must pay a SEVIS 1-901 
fee and obtain a receipt before 
applying for a visa. As of July 
2008, the fee is $100. (SEVP may 
increase the fee to $200 in the 
near future.) This fee covers the 
administrative costs associated 
with maintaining your records 
in SEVIS. You pay the SEVIS fee 
once, regardless of the number of 
acceptances you receive. You are 
requested to pay the fee by credit 
card on the Internet. The fee must 
be paid and fully processed before 
you arrive at the U.S. embassy or 
consulate for a visa interview. 

Get Information and 
Assistance With Visa 
Applications 

Visit the EducationUSA Web site 
or an advising center close to 
your home to obtain information 
about applying for a visa. Advisers 
can explain the visa process, how 
to assemble your application

Apply for an F-1 Student

Criteria for Visa Eligibility 

F-l visas are granted to full-time 
students who have been accepted 
to a degree-granting academic or 
approved language program. In 
order to be granted an F-l visa, 
you must meet the following

The Visa Interview 

You are required to have a brief 
face-to-face interview at the U.S. 
embassy or consulate that has 
jurisdiction over the area where 



you live. For more information 
about the specifics of scheduling 
an interview in your country, 
contact your EducationUSA office 
or visit the Web site of your local 
embassy or consulate. It may 
take several days to schedule 
an interview, so plan ahead. 

The interview is very important 
in determining whether you 
will be issued a visa. Be sure to 
dress professionally and answer 
questions as specifically as 
possible. Be prepared to explain 
why you want to study at a 
community college in the United 
States, your planned program of 



study, and how your choice of a 
community college will help you 
achieve your education goals. Be 
on time for your interview, and 
take with you the items listed on 
the checklist on page 42.

□ Notify the college of your travel 
plans and expected arrival date. 

□ Arrange for transportation from 
the airport upon arriving in the 
United States. 

COPY IMPORTANT DOCUMENTS 

□ Make copies of your SEVIS Form 
1-20 and the passport pages 
containing your photograph, 
passport number, expiration date, 
and U.S. visa stamp. Keep these 
copies separate from the original 
documents. One copy should be in 
your carry-on luggage, one in your 
checked luggage, and one at home 
with your family. 

□ Give your family members your 
U.S. contact information. 

MAKE MEDICAL PREPARATIONS 

□ Visit your doctor and ask about any 
vaccinations required for your trip. 
You may also want to check the 
U.S. Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) Web site for 
requirements. In addition, contact 
your college's international office 
to find out about any special 
vaccination requirements. 



□ Ask your doctor for signed 
prescriptions for any medications 
you use, particularly those 

that contain narcotics or are 
administered by syringe. Penalties 
for smuggling narcotics into the 
United States are severe. 

□ Obtain an updated prescription 
from your eye doctor if you wear 
glasses or contact lenses in case 
you need a replacement while in 
the United States. 

□ Call the airline to learn the rules 
for carrying medications that are 
liquids or gels in your carry-on 
luggage. If not allowed, place them 
in your checked baggage. 

OBTAIN A DRIVER'S LICENSE 

□ If you plan to drive in the United 
States, you must obtain an 
international driver's license from 
your home country. 

PREPARE FOR YOUR FLIGHT 

□ Check the airline's baggage 
allowances before packing your 
bags. You may have to pay extra for 
bags that exceed maximum weight 
and size allowances. 

□ Reconfirm your flights 72 hours before 
departure, and arrive at the airport 
at least 2 hours before your flight.

□ Label your luggage inside and 
outside with your name, your 
college's name, and the address 
where you will be living. If your 
luggage is lost, this will help the 
airline return it to you. 

□ Pack a change of clothing in your 
carry-on bag in case your checked 
luggage is delayed or lost. 

SECURE MONEY NEEDED FOR THE 

TRIP AND IN THE UNITED STATES 

□ Carry traveler's checks and credit 
cards instead of large amounts of 
cash. Be sure to change a portion 
of your money into U.S. dollars 
before departure or upon arrival 
in the United States at the airport 
so that you have enough cash 

to meet expenses you will have 
during your first few weeks in the 
United States. 

□ Plan to buy small appliances (such 
as a hair dryer, electric razor, 
electric clock, and iron) in the 
United States. Those purchased 

in your home country may not 
operate in the United States 
because of the difference in 
voltage and electrical outlets.

Once you arrive in the United 
States, you must report to the 
international office at your 
college for SEVIS registration. 

(Note: you will want to report to 
the international office at your 
college earlier than the program 
start date to register for classes.) 

As long as you remain a full-time 
student at the college that issued 
your SEVIS Form 1-20, you will 
legally maintain your student 
status, even if your student visa 
in your passport expires.

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Living in the United States 



The best source for information, 
advice, and support about 
living in the United States is the 
international office at your college. 

This office will be able to provide 
you with the answers you need or 
refer you to a person or office that 
can. It is also a good idea, if you have 
not done so already, to purchase a 
travel guide for the region of the 
United States where you will be 
living. Such books offer a great deal 
of general information about living 
in the United States, as well as more 
detailed information about a region. 

Housing Options 

Ideally, you will make housing 
arrangements through your college 
before you arrive. If you have not, or 
if you have only temporary housing, 
ask the international office of your 
college for assistance in making 
arrangements. There are several 
options for you to consider. 

Dormitories 

Some community colleges have 
dormitories (dorms) — buildings 
with rooms for students attending 
that college. Dorms are usually 



on campus or, if not, the college 
provides transportation from the 
dorms to the campus. Living in a 
dorm allows you to interact with 
fellow students and experience the 
camaraderie that is typical of college 
dorms. Most dorms provide meals 
in a common dining hall so that you 
can eat with other students and do 
not have to cook. 

Depending on the campus, dorms 
may be all female, all male, or coed 



(female and male students living 
in the same building). If you have 
a preference for a particular type 
of dorm, inform your colleges 
international office or note your 
preference on the housing request 
form. Dorms usually consist of 
single rooms, shared rooms, or suites 
(bedrooms joined by a common 
living area). Bathrooms in dorms are 
often shared with other students. If 
you are admitted to a college that has 
dorms and you prefer to be housed

Homestays 

Living with a family will provide 
you with excellent opportunities to 
practice English and experience U.S. 
life and culture. Many community 
colleges arrange homestays with a 
family for a semester, a year, or other 
time period. Some host families 
include meals, family activities, and 
even transportation to the college. 

The homestay arrangement is 
designed to provide you with a 
rich intercultural experience. Host 
families often treat students as one of 
the family and spend time showing 
them around the local community. 

Apartments 

Apartments are a good choice 
whether you like to be on your own 
or want to live with other students. 
Living with other students is a good 
way to make new friends and share 
expenses for rent and utilities. 

The colleges international office 
may keep a bulletin board with 
announcements of available 
apartments and other students who 



seek roommates. You can e-mail the 
college in advance of your departure 
so you can contact potential 
roommates before arriving. There 
are two types of apartments you can 
rent — furnished or unfurnished. 
Furnished apartments come 
with essential furniture (such as 
beds, couches, chairs, and tables). 
Unfurnished apartments may have 
only kitchen appliances, such as a 
refrigerator and stove. 

Renting a Room 

The colleges international office 
maintains a list of families and 
individuals who rent bedrooms in 
their homes, usually with kitchen 
privileges so you can cook your own 
meals. Some families may take time to 
show you around and work with you 
on your English skills. You will want 
to find out how far the home is from 
the college and make the necessary 
arrangements for transportation to 
and from the college. 



Managing Your Money 

U.S. Currency 

Paper money (also referred to as 
bills or cash) is all the same size and 
mostly green in color. Common U.S. 
denominations are $1, $5, $10, $20, 
$50, and $100. Larger denominations 



are not circulated. The following 
are the most commonly used U.S. 
bills and coins:

Checking Accounts 

Students usually open a checking 
account to pay bills such as rent 
and utilities. You can deposit cash 
or travelers checks to open and 
maintain the account or have 
money wired directly from your 
home bank (there may be a service 
charge). You can deposit and 
withdraw money from a checking 
account at any time. You should 
pay for most of your purchases 



using a check or credit card. It is 
not safe to send cash through the 
mail or carry large amounts of cash. 
The Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation (FDIC) insures all U.S. 
bank accounts against loss up to 
US$100,000. 

Savings Accounts 

If you want to keep money for 
future use and have it earn interest, 
you may want to open a savings 
account, another type of bank 
account. You can transfer money 
from a savings to a checking 
account, and you can withdraw 
savings at any time, although you 



cannot write checks from a savings 
account. A savings account usually 
pays a higher rate of interest than a 
checking account. 

ATM and Debit Cards 

Your bank will give you an 
automated teller machine (ATM) 
card so that you can withdraw 
money from your checking or 
savings account. Some ATM cards 
are also debit cards that businesses 
accept the same as a credit card. 

If you have an ATM card from a 
foreign bank, ask the bank whether 
your personal identification 
number (PIN) will work in the

United States. Some banks will give 
you a different PIN for transactions 
outside your home country. 

Credit Cards 

Many international students find it 
difficult to get a credit card in the 
United States because they do not 
have an established credit history. If 
you already have a major credit card 
such as a MasterCard, Eurocard, 
Access, Chargex, Visa, Barclaycard, 
Carte Bleue, or American Express, 
it is a good idea to bring the cards 
with you. U.S. banks can check your 
credit limit on the foreign card, and 
this may help you to obtain a credit 
card in the United States. 

Travelers Checks 

Travelers checks are one of the safest 
ways to transport money. If the 
travelers checks are lost or stolen, 
you can easily get them replaced. Do 
not countersign or date the checks 
until you are ready to use them. 

Exchanging Money 

You can exchange foreign currency 
(but not coins) at most banks, 
airports, major hotels, and Travelex 
and American Express offices. 

A fee may be charged for these 
transactions. Daily exchange rates 
are available on the OANDA Web 
site, among others. 
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Shopping 

Although there is no national 
sales tax in the United States, most 
states have their own sales tax 
(usually between 3% and 9% of the 
purchase price). The sales tax is 
charged as a percentage surcharge 
on purchases and is printed on 
the receipt. Most people do not 
carry around large sums of money. 
Instead, they pay for purchases 
with a credit card, ATM or debit 
card, or personal check. Most 
stores accept major credit cards and 
ATM or debit cards with a credit 
card logo. Prices in the stores are 
fixed, so it does not help to bargain 



with the sales clerk. Negotiating 
a price is more acceptable when 
buying from a private individual, 
shopping at a thrift store (where 
items are previously owned or 
used) or yard or tag sale (a sale at 
someone’s home), or buying a large, 
expensive item such as a car. Some 
people shop at large department 
stores, supermarkets, and malls, 
and others prefer smaller shops. 

Try shopping at different kinds 
of stores— either to get the best 
price or to find the most unique 
items. To help you understand the 
differences, here is a list of some 
common types of stores. 



O Supermarkets are large 
grocery stores, often part of a 
chain of stores. They are usually 
less expensive than a small local 
grocery, and often have a larger 
selection of food as well as 
other goods. 

O Department stores are large 
stores that sell a variety of items — 
from electronics to cosmetics to 
clothing — all in one store. 

O Malls and shopping plazas are 
collections of stores connected by 
an inside corridor or an outside 
sidewalk. The stores in a mall 
or plaza range from discount

O Although the United States is 
known for its giant stores and huge 
malls, there are also many small 
shops and grocery stores, which 
are more common in downtown 
areas where customers can easily 
walk from one shop to another. 

Keep the receipt for all purchases. 
The receipt is proof that you have 
bought an item. Most stores allow 
you to return purchases that you 
are unhappy with if you have your 
receipt and the items are not worn, 



used, or damaged. If you think you 
may need to return something, 
ask the sales clerk about the store s 
return policy before you purchase 
the item. Some stores will accept 
returns only for a specified period 
of time after the purchase or may 
offer you store credit (that must 
be spent at that store) but not 
a full refund in cash or to your 
credit card. 

Driving 

If you want to drive or buy a car 
in the United States, contact your 
college s international office for 



information about the laws that 
apply in your state. Once you 
satisfy the legal requirements, you 
can drive in any state. Be aware that 
it is against the law to drive without 
a license or vehicle insurance. If a 
police officer gives you a citation 
(ticket) for a traffic violation, you 
may pay the fine as instructed on 
the citation or you may appear 
in court to challenge the citation 
if you think it is wrong. It is 
bribery — a serious crime — to give 
the money directly to the police 
officer. If you are driving a car and

are involved in an accident, stop 
and wait until the police arrive. Be 
sure to get the name and address 
of the other driver, his or her 
license number, the license plate 
number on the car, and the name 
of his or her insurance company. 

It is a crime to leave the scene of 
an accident. If the other driver 
leaves, write down the license plate 
number on his or her car and give 
it to the police. 



Public Transportation 

Many cities have public 
transportation: subways, buses, 
or commuter trains. You will 
want to learn whether public 
transportation goes from your 
residence to the college and how 
long it takes to get there. You will 
also want to learn the schedule for 
public transportation. 



Working in the 
United States 

International students are advised 
not to expect employment in the 
United States during the college 
semester. Generally, if you have an 
F-l student visa, you may not work 
off campus without authorization. 
However, you may be eligible to 
work on campus if you are in good 



legal and academic standing. On- 
campus employment is limited to 
20 hours per week while college is 
in session, but you may work full 
time on campus during vacation 
or break periods as long as you are 
registered for the following semester. 
Before working, you must first 
obtain a Social Security number and 
complete a Form 1-9 (Employment 
Eligibility Verification). You may 
also need to get authorization 
from the colleges international 
student adviser. F-l Visa students 
completing an AA degree are eligible 
for up to 1 year of employment 
through an Optional Practical 
Training (OPT) program for paid 
employment related to your field of 
study.

Understanding 
U.S. Culture 

Many people who have lived in 
another country have experienced 
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some kind of culture shock — the 
psychological effects of being 
immersed in a new environment 
and adjusting to a place that is very 
different from their home country 
Initially, being in a different 
environment will probably excite 
you. However, at times you may 
wish things were more like home. 
You may also feel that people 
around you do not understand 
your background. Differences you 
may notice include types of food, 
lifestyle, the way people speak to 
you and to each other, and the 
expectations of your instructors 
and fellow students. 



Remember, it is normal for 
international students to feel culture 
shock. Getting involved with a 
variety of people and activities 
will help you to adjust. Talk with 
other members of the colleges 
international student organization, 
ask native students to explain things 
that are unfamiliar to you, or speak 
with a college counselor about what 
you are experiencing.

If you do not want to wait, call 
ahead and ask whether they are on 
time; otherwise, get there on time 
and bring a book to read in case 
you do have to wait. 

O The mainland of the United 
States (not including Alaska 
or Hawaii) has four major 
time zones: Eastern, Central, 
Mountain, and Pacific. If you are 
calling people in a different time 
zone, check what time it is where 
they are. 

Dates 

In the United States, dates are 
usually written with the month 
first, the day second, and the year 
last: May 8, 2008, or 5/8/08. 

Restaurants and Cafes 

O Restaurants and cafes do not 
normally include a service charge 
in the bill, so it is customary to tip 
your server. Servers make most of 
their money from tips. You should 
tip 15-20% of the total bill before 
tax is added. 

O If you are at a restaurant or 
cafe without table service, it is not 
necessary to leave a tip. If there is 
a jar on the counter for tips, it is 
customary to put some coins in 
the jar if you wish. 
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O If you are eating at a fast-food 
restaurant, it is customary to clear 
your own table after you eat if trash 
cans are visible in the restaurant. 

O Many restaurants and public 
places do not allow smoking. 

Do not smoke in public places 
without determining whether it is 
allowed. 

O Dinner is usually served 
between 5:30 p.m. and 8:00 p.m. 

In large cities, people tend to eat 
dinner later than earlier. 

O If you are invited to dinner at 
a restaurant, expect to pay for 



your own meal unless your host 
specifically offers to pay for you. 

Socializing 

O If you are planning to visit 
a friend, call first to ask about 
coming for a visit. If you live in 
the same dorm, it is usually okay 
to stop by without calling. 

O It is normal for people to stand 
at least 2 feet apart when speaking 
to each other; people may feel 
uncomfortable if you stand too 
close to them. 
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It is normal for international 
students to feel culture shock. 
Getting involved with a variety 
of people and activities will 
help you to adjust. Talk with 
other international students 
at college, ask native students 
to explain things that are 
unfamiliar to you, or speak 
with a college counselor about 
what you are experiencing.

O “How are you?” is a common 
greeting in the United States. It is 
appropriate to give a short answer 
like “Fine, thanks” or “Good, 
how are you?” rather than a long 
explanation of how your life is. 

O People often greet friends with 
a hug or a kiss on the cheek. When 
greeting people they do not know 
or in formal settings, such as when 
greeting a business acquaintance, 
people typically shake hands. 

Hygiene 

There is an abundance of personal 
hygiene products available for sale 
in the United States. Body and oral 
hygiene are of great importance. 
People normally bathe at least 
once each day and wash their 
hands frequently. Typical products 
that everyone is expected to use 
are underarm deodorant, nail 
clippers, and products to prevent 
bad breath. 

Gifts 

O It is customary to open gifts in 
front of the giver at the time they 
are given. 

O If you want to bring gifts 
for your host family or for new 
friends, small gifts typical of your 
country are always appreciated. 




Bribery 

A bribe is a favor given or 
promised to influence the 
judgment or conduct of a person 
in a position of trust. Bribery is 
illegal. For instance, if you try to 
offer money to a police officer so 
that he or she will not write you a 
traffic ticket, you will probably be 
arrested and charged with a serious 
crime. It is also illegal for a police 
officer, public official, or authority 
figure to ask you for a bribe. If 
this happens, contact your dean of 
students or another administrator 
at the college.
